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ABSTRACT 



The Illinois Self-Rating Scale was developed to 
assess the teaching skills, knowledge of English (written 
coir posit ion, Jiterature, oral communication) and personal 
qualifications of secondary school teachers at different levels of 
teaching experience. Seven forms, A-G, are available for the rating 
of student teachers, beginning teachers, and experienced teachers, 
permitting evaluation by the teacher himself and by a critic teacher, 
supervisor, and/or school administrator. The scale ranges from one to 
five, superior t > subminimal.
